2. A process as claimed in claim 1 in which the reaction 
is C2a:ried out by suspending the compound of the formula (2) in 
an aprotic solvent with a tertiary amine, a solution of the 
compound of the formula (3) is added thereto in the form of 
drops and the mixture is simultaneously stirred. 

3. A process as claimed in claim 1 in which the base is 
selected from the group of alkali metal and alkaline earth metal 
hydroxides, carbonates and bicarbonates and tertiary organic 
bases comprising triethy lamine , pyridine and methyl-substituted 
pyridines. 

4. A prqcess as claimed in claim 1, claim 2 or claim 3 in 
which thfe reaction is carried out at a. temperature in the range 
of from 0 to 60®C. 

5. A process as claimed in claim 1, claim 2 or claim 3 in 
which the reaction is carried out at a temperature in the range 
of from 15 to 30**C. 
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
